"There hos been a marked diversion in the pattern of Pakistan's 
foreign trade during the past four years. A comparison of the 1952-53 
figeres with those of the 1948-9 reveal that Pakistan's trade with 
Uidie shrunk from 46% to shout 114; with the UE it rose from 18 to 
25.5%; with Japan from 2% to 17.54; with Chine from 3.6% to 4.84; 
with Italy from 2.0% to 5.3%: with Germany froa 1.7% to 6.34; with 
USA 14 fell from 6.6% to 7.5%.
